along the road was the brilliantly 
colored earth where It was exposed

ors of the rainbow repeated clear 
to the bottom. 
It was curious and 
beautiful. 
The country Is 
very 
arid 
and 
seem ingly wild and barren by na­ 
ture. *But every single bit of hill­ 
side that had any aoli at all, was 
terraced and planted to grapes or 
grain. 
From the peaks down to the 
gulchea it was In 
narrow 
strips. 
The Rpanlards seem extraordinarily 
induatrioua and never waste an Inch 
of space. 
There were many herds 
of 
sheep 
w ith 
the 
shepherds 
wrapped In curiously striped blan­ 
kets. 
When w s arrived about 9 o'clock 
(p. rn.) we found th* main street 
swarm ing with people and learned 
that It is closed to vehicles nightly 
from 7 to 9.

THOUGH HE LOST. HE WON 


For members of the Register family it was a 
pleasure yesterday to shake the hand and look into 
the cheery eyes of A. J. Waterhouse, poet, newspaper­ 
man, philosopher, and optimist sublime. 
It was a pleasure and an inspiration to hear him 
tell bits of experiences scattered over a life of use­ 
fulness and achievement. 
And. with him, we do not count his fifteen months 
in Santa Ana amlhing but an achievement, though 
he lost his fight. 
In true Western fashion he threw 
his a1! into the battle; it was a good fight—a fight for 
right, a fight for a cleaner and better city. 
Finan­ 
cially, he lost. He was fifteen years ahead of time. 
For any newspaper to come out boldly in 1887 to 
lead a crusade to rid a city of saloons took nerve 
and a sense of duty of no common sort. Financially. 
he lost, but, morally, he won. 
The seed he planted 
in that brave, forlorn hope he led grew into the 
strong tree that in its maturity overshadowed the sa­ 
loon in this city a quarter of a century ago. 
Mr. Waterhouse’s experiences here v-ere but an 
incident in an upward path that brought him to the 
forefront among Pacific Coast journalists. 
Today 
there’s not a scrapbook, we suspect, in Santa Ana 
more than ten years old that hasn't a dozen or more 
poems written by this versatile, genial, lovable knight 
of the pen. 
He was in many a newspaper campaign 
after he left Santa Ana, and some he lost and some 
he won. and in all he fought fair. 
Wherever he went he left his imprint upon the 
community in which he lived. 
Today, honored and 
loved, he is carrying on as a teacher of journalism, 
teaching high ideals to the youth of the land. 
And 
we’ll wager that he is loved by every pupil, for no­ 
body ever knew A. J. Waterhouse without feeling 
within him a response to his smile of good nature 
and his spirit of good cheer. 
Good cheer and friendship— these were his gospel 
of everyday life. 
Even in the darkest day, he looked for the light. 
And one of the darkest days of this cheery man’s 
life was that in Santa Ana when he said farewell, in 
what he headed "The Blade Obituary." 
Frankly, he said in this obituary, his receipts were 
$400 a month and it cost $730 to $800 a month to 
get out the paper. 
That’s why he had to quit. 
"I have fought whiskey, and rejoice in the fact as 
a duty performed." wrote he in this obituary, "nor 
have I hesitated to speak my honest thought—the 
thing which I deemed should be said—because in so 
doing I would incur the enmity of men of wealth and 
influence, and I have no regret for such a course. 
Not a saloon in Santa Ana which will not rejoice in 
the death of the Blade—let that be the paper’s most 
perfect commendation." 
And so it was a perfect commendation; the saloons 
are gone, but A. J. Waterhouse and his brave soul 
and cheerful poetry live on. 
Read, if you will, his farewell poem, published in 
the Blade January 8, 1889, and see there the sun­ 
shine that made the dark day radiant: 


"Good night, good night! Let the pen drop down; 
Its labors are ended and so good night. 
Weeping is useless, and so is a frown. 
And so, with a smile, good night, good night. 
It is hard to bid the old hope goodby. 
For it has pound my heart in its tender fold. 
And my dream was set in a frame of gold. 
Yet better to smile than to weep or sigh. 
And so good night to the dream of old! 


"Good night, good night! 
Twas a foolish dream, 
And yet God knows that I loved it well; 
And J hoped—Ah me! T is a vanished scheme, 
So why its fancies mourn or tell? 
Yet dear it was to my dreaming heart. 
And I can but feel the sting and pain 
As I know that never again, again. 
Shall the dead hope form of my life a part. 
That alike were the dream and hopes in vain. 


’Good night, good night! The sun will rise 
From the darkest night in a wealth of gold. 
Its glory will paint the eastern skies 
After the night of gloom and cold. 
So I say good night to the dear dead dream. 
With faith that the day will break ere long. 
And the birds of the sunlight mount in song 
To w'here the rays of the morning gleam 
Over the hills of right and wrong. 


“Good night, good night’

WOUNDS OF JULY 4TH 
In years gone by a large number of cases of lock­ 
jaw, or tetanus, aa it la properly named, were re ­ 
ported every year In the United Blate* after the 
celebration of the Fourth. 
July IO to July 16, aa obaervad In peat years, 
might with propriety go down In health history aa 
Tetanus Week, since between those dates ossea of 
tetanus from wounds received in Fourth of July 
celebrations usually developed. 
These cases of lockjaw developed from wounds 
inflicted by explosives used in such celebration*. 
It 
was partly due to the prevalence of tetanus follow­ 
ing the Fourth of July that a movement was inaugu­ 
rated to make the observance of this holiday safe 
and sane. 
There are two reaaone which may be given for 
this rather rem arkable decline In the cases of te ­ 
tanus following the Fourth. 
First of all, more c are­ 
ful treatm ent of wounds and th* us* 
of anti-toxin

Tetanus la a dangerous disease, due to % p articu ­ 
lar kind of germ introduced into th# human body 
by 
some tort of injury. Frequently this injury la 
only slight. 
Tetanus may be regarded alm ost sole­ 
ly as a wound complication. 
Tat all wounds are not equally liable to this com ­ 
plication. 
Punctured wounds, lateraled, torn and 
bruised wounds are much more susceptible to tetanus 
infection than are ©pen cm* clean-cut wounds.

Fatal cases of tetanua have developed 
In the past from very slight wounds such as insect 
bites, splinter, pin scratches and wounds caused by 
the explosion of fire crackers, blank cartridges and 
toy pistols.
